We are beginning a comprehensive study to gather 
information on handicapped citizens so as to be able 
to make recommendations for needed rehabilitation 
services in our city. We are not only interested in those 
who can actually be restored to wage-earning status, but 
also in those whom we might help become less depend- 
ent on others. 

In order for us to proceed, we must find out who the 
handicapped are, where they are, what their needs are, 
and what services are presently available to them. We 
must know what can be done to bridge the gap between 
the needs of the handicapped and the services currently 
being rendered by public and private agencies. In order 
to achieve our purpose, we must have guidance and 
Suggestions from the District of Columbia community 
as a whole. 

We believe that your group is in an excellent position 
to be aware of handicapped persons, and that you can 
present worthwhile views on how their needs should be 


met. It is very appropriate to say that our project is, 
in substance, your project. 

We would be delighted to hear from you and eventu- 
ally have you participate in hearings that will be held 
to give ample opportunity to all the groups and organi- 
zations of the District to express themselves on the 
basic issues to which our project is addressed.

MEDAL FROM POPE 


Mrs. Mary M. Anderson, a native Washingtonian, 
who has served St. Stephen Martyr Church as house- 
keeper for 25 years, has been presented with the Bener- 
merenti medal “for distinguished service in the Christian 
community” from Pope Paul VI. Patrick Cardinal 
O’Boyle, Archbishop of Washington, made the pres- 
entation to Mrs. Anderson at the Centennial Banquet 
held recently at the Mayflower Hotel—with over 250 
priests, sisters, parishioners and friends of St. Stephen’s 
present. 

The Rev. John S. Wintermyer, a former assistant 
pastor at St. Stephen’s (now assistant Newman Chap- 
lain at the University of Maryland) read the citation 
conferring “upon Mrs. Mary Anderson the gold Bener- 
merenti medal . . . grant[ing] her the right to wear it.”
